Not Doing a Job 


The city's industrial develoj»ment board 
ie not doing a job and the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce takes a proper 
stand when it refuses to have anything to 
do with that board until it begins to func- 
tion. 

As long as a year ago, the lethar, 
of this body was noted and protested by 
city aldermen, Aidermen Bowcott, Hawre- 
Jak and Lawson were appointed to its 
membership for 1950 and, before they 
would accept the appointment, they de- 
manded that the board come to life. 

Upon receiving assurance that the 
board would function, they consented to 
act. 

But while the board has a secretary, 
G. W. Curtis, the city’s industrial commis- 
gioner, it has had no chairman. It has held 
no meetings. It has been a total loss. 

No wonder the Chamber of Commerce 
refuses any longer to participate in this 
game of make-believe with a board that 
could be made of genuine use to the city. 

The inactivity of the industrial devel- 
opment board is merely a part of the city’s 
exceedingly juvenile viewpoint on the crea- 
tion of new industries and new payroll, 

More than two years ago, this news- 
paper pointed out and has continued to 
point out that Edmonton will never ac- 
quire the industrial development commen- 
surate with the opportunities offered by 
her resources until somebody in authority 
goes out, in a big, continuous and aggres- 
sive way, to sell Edmonton to industrial 
capital, 

Careful and exhaustive surveys have 
been made of the raw materials available 


_ in this area. An extensive study has been 


made of labor conditions, transportation 
facilities, potential markets, sources and 
cost of power and all the other factors 
that must be taken into account when in- 
dustries contemplate establishing in a new 
district. 

Several very pretty and informative 
booklets have been prepared along these 
lines. 

But what does the city do with them? 

What does the city do with all this 
information that should be of keen in- 
terest to industrial money all over North 
America and in Britain? 

Well, the booklets go to citizens who 
are already sold on Edmonton and who 
peruse them with pride and then throw 
them in the waste basket, 

Others, it is true, go out to prominent 
industrialists throughout the continent. 

But there is not the slightest attempt 
to follow them up. It is like trying te win 
a war with a single lucky shot. 

If Edmonton wants new industries 
here, as the creation of the industrial de- 
velopment board would appear to indicate, 
Edmonton should have first class indus- 
trial salesmen right on the heels of in- 
dustrial capital until] they get action. 

As it is, all we have is an industrial 
information bureau where people with a 
burning curiosity about Edmonton can 
apply for the facts and figures. 

This is not salesmanship. It is not even 
good sense. 

And the Chamber of Commerce is thor- 
oughly justified in turning up its nose at 
such a milk-and-water, ineffective notion 
of promoting industrial development. 


Disappearance of a Famous Stone 


News stories from London say that 
the English people are more upset about 
the theft of the historic Stone of Scone 
from Westminster Abbey than they are 
about the menace of another war. 

The Stone, of course, is a tremendously 
valuable relic from the standpoint of the 
antiquarian. 

Legend says that it was the rock upon 
which Jacob rested his head when he had 
his famous dream about angels descend- 
ing from heaven. The credibility of that 
report was blasted a little a few years ago 
when someone pointed out that the sand- 
stone of which the Stone is composed was 
native to Scotland and not to Asia Minor. 

The other tales about it are equally 
florid. Pharoah’s daughter is said to have 
carried it to Ireland from whence it was 
stolen by King Kenneth I of Scotland. 
Edward I of England then pinched it from 
Scone Castle and English kings have been 
crowned on it ever since. 


Whether it is a magic talisman from 
Bible lands or only a piece of Scottish 
rock, it is still heavily encrusted with his- 
tory. 

If it has been taken by Scottish Nation- 
alists, its recovery for Scotland will be a 
bit of poetic justice because the English 
promised in the 14th century to return the 
relic to its Scottish owners. 

What will amaze Canadians more than 
anything else is how any thief or thieves 
could lug a 400-pound piece of Stone from 
under the Coronation Chair behind the 
high altar in the Abbey without being seen. 

They can understand how enterprising 
tourists, in the dusky calm of the Abbey, 
could get away with carving their idiotic 
names on the Coronation Chair. 

But surely there are enough vergers 
and sacristans and whatnot around the 
Abbey to prevent an outrage which, actu- 
ally, is more of a desecration than an in- 
trinsic loss, 


Europeans Should Show More Zeal

American soil, But many Canadians will 
have the greatest sympathy with the more 
rational Republican opinion that the 
countries of continental Europe should 
take a more realistic view of their own 
defence. 

One of the causes leading to the mili- 
tary collapse of the Roman Empire was 
that outlying subject peoples leaned so 
heavily on Rome for their defence that 
they lost the will and the ability to pro- 
tect themselves. 

There is such a thing as continental 
Europe leaning so heavily on America that

‘the American people will lose interest in 


their safety. 

It is true, as Dean Acheson says, that 
the defence of Europe is the defence of 
North America. 

But it must be galling to Americans, as 
it is galling to Canadians, to pay heavy 
taxes to send money for arms to Europe 
when some of the continental Europeans 
are not stirring a finger to help them- 
selves. 

For instance, the twelve to fourteen 
million people of Canada have sent three 
hundred millions of dollars to Europe for 
Europe’s defence and it is now proposed 
to send more. It would be nice to have the 
assurance that the arms this mompy rep- 
resents will not be thrown down in the 
face of an advancing enemy.

Carbon Monoxide Peril 
Greater During Winter 


Every newspaper reader has 
seen headlines telling of some 
man or woman who was found 
desd sitting in a car in e closed 
garage. The coroner usually finds 
that the cause of death was car- 
bon monoxide 
produced by 
running the 
motor of the 
car in a place 
without fresh 
air and oxygen, 

The exhaust 
of a car, for 
example, pushes 
carbon monox- 
ide into the air. 
When breathed in, this odorless 
gas combines with a portion of 
the blood known as hemoglobin 
which normally carries oxygen 
to the tissues. ; 

If carbon monoxide replaces 
oxygen in the hemoglobin, the 
tissues are starved for life-giving 
oxygen. It quickly causes uncon- 
sciousness and death soon after. 

The danger from carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning is always greater 
in winter than in summer, Be- 
cause of the cold weather, houses 
and garages are likely to be shut 
up tight and fresh air does not 
circulate as it does in the summer, 

This means that a furnace, 
heater, or rwoning the motor of 
an automobile in a closed garage

will produce carbon monoxide 
which is not prompily diluted 
with oxygen, 


If only small amounts of carbon 
monoxide are present, warning 
symptoms may be present, such 
as headache, dizziness, desire to 
vomit, muscular weakness, and a 
generally uncomfortable feeling. 
It is only when large amounts of 
carbon monoxide are present that 
the victim becomes drowsy and 
unconscious so fast that these 
symptoms are lacking, 

Chronic poisoning from carbon 
monoxide probably does not exist. 
One would expect it to be found 
in people who are exposed to 
small amounts of carbon monox- 
ide for long periods of time, such 
as those working in certain min- 
ing operations, about furnaces, or 
in garages. Actually such persons 
do not seem to be harmed in any 
way.

The use of defective stoves or 
furnaces and running the mo- 
tors of automopdiles in closed ga- 
rages, however, are invitations |o

If still alive a person who has 
been exposed to carbon monoxide 
should be removed from the bad 
aly at once, Artificial respiration 
and giving oxygen as soon as pos- 
sible are desirable. Fire depart- 
ment orews, police, and gas com- 
pany employes are usuplly trained 
to give rapid emergency treai- 
ment for this form of poisoning.

‘Rag’ Shipments Said 
To Contain Uniforms 


By DOUGLAS LARSEN 

An international search to find 
the ultimate destination of 200 
bales of American Army _uni- 
forms which were intercepted 
being shipped out of the country 
as “rags” is now being pressed 
by four US. agencies. 

The uniforms were being sent 
by the Midwest Waste Materials 
Co., 1947 E. Kirby Ave. Detroit, 
Mich,, to an unrevealed customer 
in Holland and were marked for 
transshipment to North Africa. 
The final destination of the uni- 
forms is the mystery which FI, 
US. customs agents, department 
of commerce export officials and 
US. Army intelligence officers 
are now trying to solve, 

A department of commerce 
spokesman admits that the in- 
vestigation, which began more 
than a month ago, has turned up 
the fact that several previous 
large shipments of “rags” have 
been sent from the same firm in 
Detroit to Holland and for trans- 
shipment to North Africa. 

Firm Didn’t 
Violate Law 

He also states that the investi- 
gation has revealed absolutely no 
violation of any law or regulation 
on the part of the Detroit firm in 
the transactions, 

He says that the uniforms were 
purchased “legimately from vari- 
ous places all over the country,” 
including surplus stores. 

No export licence is required 
for either rags or new clothing. 
The shipment was labeled “old 
clothes as rags.” And on the basis 
of the technicality of whether or 


not the uniforms were “rags” the 
shipment was held up, 

The fact that the bales con- 
tained American army vniforms 
was discovered through accident 
by a customs inspector in Detroit 
last month, just as they were to 
be loaded aboard a ship bound 
for Holland. The matter has been 
kept a carefully concealed secret 
im Washington ever since. 


Discovery 
By Chance 


The inspector noticed a hole in 
one of the bales, and investigat- 
ing, found the uniforms inside. 
He immediately checked the 
other bales, found the same thing, 
and notified the army and the 
FBI. 

The Detroit firm did not pro- 
test when customs held up the 
shipment. And permission was 
granted to rebale the rags which 
covered the uniforms for ship- 
ment to Holland. A spokesman 
for the company says that cover- 
ing the uniforms with rags was 
the easiest wa yto bale up the 
shipment. 

Total weight of the 200 bales 
wes 100,000 pounds, 

Officials at the Pentagon are 
considerably disturbed about the 
ramifications of the whole thing. 
They point out that Chinese Com- 
munist soldiers in Korea have 
been attacking UN troops dressed 
in US, uniforms, And they raise 
the question of how much other 
army surplus equipment has got- 
ten out of the country and pos- 
sibly into the hands of enemy 
troops through entirely legal 
channels in the US,

Currie Smiles (Well Nearly) Again 


Frank Currie was mighty relieved when hostilities 
were concluded at the Gardens last night. Flyers had 
‘moidered’ Regina Caps 9-1, sure they had. 

But the big thing .... the important thing ... was 
that the Allan cup champions of 1947-48 had come through 
against the team from off the Western Canada league's 
skidrow without suffering a further crippling injury. 

Winger Steve Wittuk had pulled a leg muscle out 
of place. But alongside ‘Bing’ Merluk’s broken wrist, 
Bill Pettinger’s cracked vertebrae and more mishaps 
of the past few weeks, a mere pulled leg muscle counts 
for very little. 

Crew-cut Steve will take on iarge doses of heat-and- 

e medicine today and tomorrow. There's littia 
doubt but what he’ll be in there against Julian Sawchuk 
and the rest of the Calagry Stampeders at the Gardens 
tomorrow night. 


Manager Currie was a trifle happy over how defence- 
man Mac Colville had come out of the scuffling against 
the Reginans. The onetime major leaguer had returned to 
action, following a recent back injury, somewhat against 
Currie’s better judgment. 

“He didn’t aggravate the injury in any way,’ the 
Flyers boss enthused. From the way he said it one gather- 
ed that of late he has learned to be grateful for all small 
favors. 

Currie still is determined that league president 
Al Pickard, of Regina, be required to slap down the 
aforementioned Julian Sawchuk. 

He contends that when the Stamp defenceman cross- 
checked Doug Anderson at Calgary Boxing Day, thereby 
eidelining the Flyer centre with a badly bruised shoulder, 
Sawchuk's every movement indicated ‘intent to injure 
seriously’. 

For this reason Currie feels that the five-minute 
penalty handed out on the spot to the former EAC junior 
(1937-38) was entirely inadequate. 

“I tried to get Al Pickard on the phone most of the 
afternoon,” he said. ‘But he’s down east somewhere and 
they haven’t been able to locate him.” 

When Currie finally gets the ear of the WCHL prexy 
he will ask that Sawchuk be suspended. And while in the 
mood the Flyer strawboss is expected to take all four 
league referees for a verbal ride for the benefit of the 
man who pays their salaries. 


Inexplicably, president Pickard was not at the 
Boxing Day opening of the new Calgary Arena. Other- 
wise he would have seen for himself just how Saw- 
chuk manhandled Anderson. 

Flyers snapped a three game losing skein with 
that 9-1 victory over Caps last night. At the same time 
they pounded another nail in the coffin of the gang 
from the Saskatchewan city. 

Caps can’t be a dime less the $20,000 in the hole, with 
the season only half gone and despite tapping the box- 
office at Edmonton and Calgary for 20 per cent each time 
they go through the motions in this end of the circuit. 

Coach George Allen's crew now has a four-game los- 
ing streak going. Imagine tae farther stultifying effects

OTTAWA, Dec. 28.—(CP)—The Canadian Army has 
76,546 men in its active and reserve units, a boost of 25 
per cent over 1949, and looks forward to continued growth 


next year. The bulk of the 1950 increase arose from forma- “ 


tion of the special force. 

The over-al] total includes some 
20,000 men in the regular force, 
10,400 in the special force and 
about 46,000 in the reserves. 

An official year-end review to- 
Gay said the present total is 15,- 
500 higher than in 1949, and quot- 
ed Defence Minister Ciaxton as 
hailing this growth as an “out- 
standing” sign of the “manner in 
which the army has grown and 
come of, age since being reorgan- 
ized as a peacetime formation 
four years ago.” 

The big event of the year, and 
the one which provided the big 
manpower boost, was the forma- 
tion of the special force brigade 
group for service in Korea or else- 
where, One of its battalions has 
been sent to Korea, the others are 
training at Fort Lewis, Wash. 

In addition to the 10,400 men it 
recruited swiftly, the regular army 
took in another 2,000 men and the 
reserves another 3,000 during the 
year,
